
National Grid set to 


shut town call centre 


A NATIONAL Grid call centre in 
Northampton is to shut with 400 
employees having to move to offic¬ 
es in Leicestershire or take another 
job within the firm. 

The company’s office at Lakeside House, 
in Bedford Road, Northampton, is expected 
to close next summer and all call centre op¬ 
erations will be moved to a site in Hinck¬ 
ley. 

A spokesman for National Grid said the 
company would work with the 400 North¬ 
ampton staff to help them move or find new 
posts within the firm. 

About 150 to 200 employees are expected 
to make the move to Leicestershire. 

The spokesman said: “We do not plan for 
any Northampton staff to lose their jobs 
as a result of the consolidation of our two 
customer teams as employees will have the 
opportunity to seek employment elsewhere 
within National Grid, including the Hinck¬ 
ley site. 

“We are very aware that seeking employ¬ 
ment within the wider company may not 
be an option for everyone due to personal 
circumstances, such as travel restrictions, 
and we are working with those employees 
to help them seek employment within the 
wider Northampton area. 

“National Grid is a responsible employ¬ 
er. 

“We have an excellent record of support¬ 
ing our employees through change and, if 
there are redundancies, we offer a compre¬ 
hensive support package.” 

National Grid call handlers at the merged 
centre in Hinckley, which was officially 
opened on Monday, will deal with nearly 2.7 
million gas supply queries each year.

A WOMAN crippled by ar¬ 
thritis has been 'trapped' 
upstairs in her Northamp¬ 
ton home for more than a 
week after problems with 
the installation of her stair- 
lift. 

Ruth Baker, aged 45, from Thor- 
plands, was given a disabled fa¬ 
cilities grant by Northampton 
Borough Council to pay for a new 
stairlift at her local authority 
home in April. 

But following its installation 
by a sub-contractor, the device 
broke more than a week ago after 
months of problems. 

Since then, Mrs Baker said she 
had been stuck upstairs, missing 
doctors’ appointments in the in¬ 
tervening period. 

She said: “I was on the grant 
waiting list for more than a year 
because I was low priority and 
now it has come through I’ve had 
nothing but problems. 

“I’ve been told someone will 
come out to me again this week to 


finally get me downstairs again. 

“I can’t believe nobody seems 
to regard the fact a woman is im¬ 
prisoned in her own house as a 
priority situation.” 

Mrs Baker revealed the safety 
belt would sometimes suddenly 
come unfastened and the original 
installation left the stairlift unsta¬ 
ble to the point that she had been 
tipped out on two occasions. 

But the latest problem is de¬ 
graded concrete at the bottom of 
the staircase which has left the 
device too unstable to use. 

Mrs Baker said: “I can’t even get 
a home visit from a nurse for my 
blood test because I’m not classed 
as bedridden, even though I’m ef¬ 
fectively housebound by this.” 

A council spokeswoman said 
the works to the floor were sched¬ 
uled for Tuesday and the stairlift 
was expected to be in place by the 
end of the week. 

She added everything had been 
done to ensure Mrs Baker was 
without a stairlift for as short a 
time as possible.

REFORMS to the system of 
school inspections, which would 
see parents given new powers to 
anonymously report schools to 
Ofsted, could be “open to abuse”, 
a Northampton primary school 
headteacher says. 

New-style inspections, being 
introduced in January, will put 
a bigger emphasis on teaching 
quality and mothers and fathers 
will be able to trigger a fresh in¬ 
spection of schools if they fear 
a drop in teaching standards, 
behaviour, exam results or the 


quality of leadership. 

But Philip Buckle, vice-presi¬ 
dent of the county branch of the 
National Association of Head 
Teachers (NAHT) and headteach¬ 
er at Boothville Primary School 
in Northampton, said the “mech¬ 
anism was open to abuse from 
those who might have a grudge 
to bear.” 

He said: “This method of com¬ 
plaint I can only liken to writing 
poor comments about a restau¬ 
rant or a product . . . sometimes 
they are completely unfounded.”

A SOLDIER from North¬ 
amptonshire is to re¬ 
ceive the Military Cross 
for rescuing a wounded 
soldier while under fire 
in Afghanistan. Private 
Bryan Johnson, aged 24, 
of the Royal Regiment 
of Scotland, was part 
of a patrol examining a 
series of suspect com¬ 
pounds in the Nad-e-Ali 
district when a con¬ 
cealed enemy unleashed 
two grenades and a 
volley of gunfire on the 
soldiers. Private John¬ 
son, from Corby, saw his 
friend shot in the leg but 
ran forward, grabbed 
him and dragged him 
out before giving first 
aid to stop the bleeding. 
Bryan’s citation points 
out: “Throughout the 
engagement Johnson 
displayed immense cour¬ 
age, coolness, dedication 
and compassion under 
fire.” 




'Club needs new fans 
or risks standing still' 


NORTHAMPTON Saints are at a ‘cross¬ 
roads’ with the club needing to actively 
attract new fans or risk ‘standing still’, 
Franklin’s Gardens bosses have said. 

Allan Robson, pictured, Saints’ chief ex¬ 
ecutive, said he “understands” the disap¬ 
pointment among some supporters about 
the decision to move January’s game with 
Munster to Milton Keynes. 

However, he said: “We would also ask our 
fans - and the wider public and business 
community - to consider the reasons be¬ 
hind the decision being made for the long¬ 
term as well as the short-term. 

“The club’s objective is to win rugby 
matches, pure and simple. 

“We certainly would not decide to take 
a game somewhere where we thought we 
would be at a disadvantage. Jim Mallinder 
has been a party to the decision and the 


players enjoyed playing in Milton Keynes 
last season. 

“Moreover, we have been accused by 
some people of ‘selling out’. Yes, there will 
be commercial benefits. But they are cru¬ 
cially important in helping the Saints be 
one of the best teams in Europe because we 
are financially stable. ” 

Mr Robson added: “In the next 18 months 
we will be making a multi-million pound 
investment into Franklin’s Gardens that 
will increase the capacity by 2,000 seats. 

“These seats will need to be filled, not just 
on a big occasion but week in, week out. 

“We are at a crossroads in which we can 
either go down a route that will see our fan 
base grow and maintain our financial sta¬ 
bility, or stand still and become increasing¬ 
ly reliant on the good will and deep pockets 
of one or two individuals. 


leaders angry 
at decision to 
move fixture 


BUSINESSES in St James have react¬ 
ed with alarm following the decision 
by Saints bosses to move a lucrative 
European tie out of Northampton. 

Northampton Saints’ chief executive Allan 
Robson has revealed the club will hold Janu¬ 
ary’s Heineken Cup match with Irish giants 
Munster in Milton Keynes - the first time the 
club has volunteered a move out of North¬ 
ampton. 

Last season the club was forced to move 
two European matches to stadium mk because 
Franklin’s Gardens could not accommodate 
enough fans. This time the club has actively 
chosen to stage the game in Milton Keynes, 
with officials saying they want more fans to 
be able to see the match. 

The decision has brought anger and disap¬ 
pointment from businesses in and around St 
James, who have said the decision will have a 
huge financial impact on the area. 

Paul McManus, who owns both the Founda- 
rymans Arms and the Thomas A Becket pubs, 
both in St James Road, said the lost income 
would run into tens of thousands of pounds. 


He said the two pubs had served around 
6,000 drinks in one day when Munster last 
visited Northampton in 2009 in what was the 
“busiest day’s trade in more than 40 years”. 

He said: “It’s a worrying trend. The last 
time Munster descended on Northampton 
was one of the best atmospheres and the best 
day of trade we have ever had. 

“It was the busiest day in our company’s 42- 
year history. I think we have to be proud of 
our stadium and proud of where it is. Milton 
Keynes is just not the same.” 

Richard Cutler, landlord of the Thomas A 
Becket, yesterday accused the club officials of 
hypocrisy. He said: “Last year when they had 
to move the Ulster game they kicked up a fuss 
about the council not supporting the club and 
now they have moved this match. I think it is 
double standards myself. 

“The last time Munster were here was abso¬ 
lutely brilliant, the atmosphere was amazing 
and it was great for the community.” 

Jindi Kaur, who runs Norman’s Newsa¬ 
gents, also in St James Road, added: “The 
rugby has a huge impact on us.”

Shock at 
fuel mix-up 
at garage 


DRIVERS got a shock when 
they filled up their cars at 
a Northamptonshire petrol 
station only to find they 
had been supplied with the 
wrong fuel. 

BP has launched an investiga¬ 
tion into the incident, which hap¬ 
pened at the Freeway Connect pet¬ 
rol station on the A5 near Weedon 
on Sunday afternoon. 

A spokesman for BP confirmed 
the company received complaints 
from two customers who were sup¬ 
plied with diesel fuel from the Ulti¬ 
mate unleaded petrol pump. 

Luke Cook, the owner of Woot- 
ton-based mobile fuel company, 
Wrong Fuel Solutions, said he re¬ 
ceived a call from the driver of a 
Subaru Impreza at around 9pm on 
Sunday after he was supplied with 


the wrong fuel earlier in the after¬ 
noon. 

Mr Cook said the car cut out as 
soon as the driver left the garage 
because it had been filled with the 
wrong fuel but the repairs cost the 
driver almost £200. 

He said: “As it is higher class 
vehicles that usually use Ultimate 
unleaded fuel, such as Mercedes 
and BMWs, repairs could cost peo¬ 
ple thousands of pounds.” 

A spokesman from BP said: “As 
soon as we became aware of the 
situation we shut down the pump 
that had been used.” 

The spokesman said as Ultimate 
unleaded was a high value fuel, it 
was not used as regularly. 

As the incident was not at a 
peak time, he did not think too 
many drivers would have been af¬ 
fected.

Gates plan 
for hotspot 
for vagrants 


GATES could soon be built 
around the basement car 
park of a Northampton 
town centre building to stop 
homeless people and drug 
users using it as a place to 
squat. 

Plans have been submitted to 
Northampton Borough Council 
to build gates around a car park 
which sits underneath a building 
in College Street Mews, near Gold 
Street. 

In documents submitted to the 
council on behalf of the building’s 
owner, David Fry of property con¬ 
sultants Underwoods, said the gate 
was desperately needed to stop 
people getting into the car park 
without permission. 

He said: “The main concern 
is the growing number of unau¬ 
thorised people, predominantly 
vagrants, using the undercroft 


for shelter from the weather over¬ 
night and as a base throughout the 
week. 

“The presence of the vagrants 
has become a health and safety is¬ 
sue in recent months, with needles, 
bottles and general rubbish left in 
the parking area. 

“Of greater concern, particular¬ 
ly heading into the winter months, 
is the creation of fires to keep the 
vagrants warm. 

“At least two fires have had to be 
extinguished in recent months. 

“This is a threat not only to the 
structural stability of the build¬ 
ing, but there is a personal threat 
to the people who park their cars 
in the undercroft and have to face 
these people as they arrive.” 

Officials from the borough coun¬ 
cil’s planning department are ex¬ 
pected to make a final decision on 
whether or not the gates can be 
built in the next couple of months. 


Travellers move on 
after eviction notice 


A GROUP of travellers who il¬ 
legally parked on land near to a 
primary school in Northampton 
has moved on after being served 
with an eviction notice. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council obtained an eviction 
order after a hearing at North¬ 
ampton Magistrates’ Court on 
Friday. 

The travellers set up on land 
off Westwood Way, near to Wes¬ 
ton Favell CofE Primary School 
on September 21. 

The court heard evidence from 
a member of the county coun¬ 
cil’s traveller liaison team who 
said there had been concerns ex¬ 


pressed by the primary school. 

The officer also said the county 
council was concerned the new 
purchasers of the land may pull 
out if the travellers remained on 
the land. 

They were asked to leave on 
Sunday, September 25 and again 
two days later but, by Friday, 
they were still on the land so 
the council decided to obtain the 
court order. Richard McAdam, 
prosecuting for the county coun¬ 
cil, said the group of travellers 
was known to the traveller liai¬ 
son unit and were believed to be 
from the north of England visit¬ 
ing friends in Northampton.

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Hottest temperature in 
October was recorded 


PEOPLE in Northampton sweltered in 
the hottest temperatures ever to be re¬ 
corded in October with a new high of 
27.5C being set on Saturday. 

Many supermarkets sold out of bar¬ 
becue food and the town’s parks were 
full of sunbathers enjoying the unusu¬ 
ally hot weather during the weekend. 

Mike Lewis, manager of Pitsford 
Hall Weather Station, said the previ¬ 
ous October record maximum had 
been 27.4C but this was topped by 0.1C 
on Saturday afternoon. 

But the weather expert said the hot 
weather was soon to come to an abrupt 
end with cooler air bringing in the pos¬ 
sibility of some rain. 

Kevin Legg, manager of the Weston 
Favell Centre, said the unusually hot 


weather had meant many clothing re¬ 
tailers had put back some of the sum¬ 
mer clothes they had started to phase 
out. He said: “A lot of the summer 
range products went really well with 
a lot of retailers getting some of their 
stock such as shorts and T-shirts back 
on to the shelves.” 

Many supermarkets in the town, in¬ 
cluding Morrisons in the town centre, 
completely sold out of barbecue-relat¬ 
ed products. 

Ian Hill, manager of Abington 
Park Cafe, said the park had been 
much busier than normal for October. 
“We’ve had loads of people coming 
in and wanting ice lollies and ice 
cream but we are managing to 
keep up with demand,” he said.

Brewery plans its 
latest expansion 


LATEST plans for the ex¬ 
pansion of the Carlsberg 
brewery in the centre of 
Northampton have been 
revealed by the Danish 
brewing giant. 

Following the closure of the 
firm’s Leeds brewery in June this 
year, millions of pounds has been 
invested in the Northampton site 
to boost the amount of beer it can 
produce from three million bar¬ 
rels a year to four million. 

The latest stage of the invest¬ 
ment programme will see two 
large steel towers built at the 
Northampton site to be used as 
part of the brewing process. 

Documents submitted by the 
firm to Northampton Borough 
Council show the two new tanks 
would stand at just over 72 ft tall. 


The firm said: “The two ves¬ 
sels are required as part of plans 
by Carlsberg UK to increase the 
capacity within the Carlsberg 
brewery in Northampton.” 

The tanks will be used to store 
hot alcohol made as part of the 
brewing process. They will be lo¬ 
cated to the south of the brewery, 
close to Bridge Street. 

After centralising its brewing 
in Northampton this year, the 
company has reported a major 
increase in profits. 

At the end of last month, it 
was reported the company had 
increased its turnover from an 
annual figure of £946.5 million in 
2009 to £978.8 million by the end 
of December 2010. 

The firm’s financial figures 
also showed Carlsberg UK made 
a pre-tax profit last year of £21.4 


million, a major recovery from 
the previous year’s figures when 
the company reported a loss of 
£10 million. 

Carlsberg’s business in the UK 
dates back to the early 1970s when 
the firm bought the Phipps brew¬ 
ery site in Northampton. In 1974 
it opened its current brewery at a 
cost of £15 million. 

Of all the beer Carlsberg now 
makes across the world, 40 per 
cent is drunk in Britain. 

Officials from Northampton 
Borough Council’s planning 
committee will discuss the plans 
for the new steel towers over the 
coming months. 

They are expected to make a 
decision on whether or not the 
development can go ahead by the 
middle of November.

Cautious welcome 
for freeze on tax 


GOVERNMENT plans to 
freeze council tax have 
been given a cautious 
welcome by politicians in 
Northamptonshire. 

On Monday, Chancellor George 
Osbourne announced that coun¬ 
cils across the country would be 
encouraged to freeze tax rates 
next year. Those that do will be 
rewarded with a share of a £805 
million funding pot which has 
been put together by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

The move has been welcomed 
by Northamptonshire County 
Council cabinet member, Coun¬ 
cillor David Mackintosh (Con, 
Ecton Brook) who was among the 
speakers at the Conservative Par¬ 
ty conference on Monday 

Councillor Mackintosh, who 
spoke about ways to revive the 
economy during his time at the 
conference, said: “Until we know 
the technical details, it’s difficult 
to say what the full impact of the 
council tax freeze will be, other 
than to say we’ll discuss it fully 
to come up with what we think is 
the best solution for Northamp¬ 
tonshire.” 

The leader of the Labour oppo¬ 
sition group on the county coun¬ 
cil, Councillor John McGhee 
(Lab, Kingswood) agreed now 
was not the right time to put up

council tax, but insisted the cash- 
strapped authority would be 
forced to make more cuts in the 
coming year. 

He said: “I have no doubt that 
the cuts haven’t finished yet. 
They’ll continue because there’s 
no way the Government is going 
to fund local government prop¬ 
erly 


“So I think the council tax 
freeze is a false economy, but I 
totally understand that people 
won’t want to pay any more than 
they’re already doing.” 

Instead of a council tax rise, 
the Labour leader said he would 
like to see the introduction of a 
‘Robin Hood tax’ aimed at the fi¬ 
nancial sector.

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The Government has devised a scheme to 
encourage weekly bin collections 


Council explores plan 
for weekly collections 


OFFICIALS from North¬ 
ampton Borough Council 
met the Government on 
Monday to discuss possible 
plans to bring back weekly 
black bin collections. 

Last week, the Government’s 
communities secretary, Eric 
Pickles, announced a £250 million 
scheme to help councils which 
have fortnightly collections re¬ 
turn to a weekly system. 


Following the announcement, 
Northampton Borough Council’s 
cabinet advisor, Councillor David 
Mackintosh (Con, Rectory Farm) 
arranged to meet Mr Pickles to 
discuss how Northampton could 
benefit from the Government’s 
plans. 

He said: “We’re obviously very 
interested in looking at ways we 
can do this. 

“We need to look at the details 
of what the Government has 


announced, but a lot of what 
Eric Pickles has talked about, 
in terms of reducing food waste 
and increasing recycling rates is 
what we’re already doing as part 
of our new waste contract with 
Daventry.” 

The council launched its waste 
partnership with Daventry Dis¬ 
trict Council earlier this year. 

The deal saw both area’s waste 
collection services handed over 
to private company, Enterprise. 


Although the change to a pri¬ 
vate company initially led to seri¬ 
ous disruptions in rubbish collec¬ 
tions, the two councils now say 
the problems have settled down. 

They also plan to introduce 
food scraps collections in the 
next few months. 

The leader of the Labour group 
on the borough council, Council¬ 
lor Lee Mason (Lab, Brookside) 
said the opportunity was “too 
good to miss”.

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Town one of top 
for house buyers 


NATIONAL research has 
shown Northampton 
is one of the top towns 
in the country to buy 
a property rather than 
rent. 

The research showed that 
people who rent a property 
in Northampton can face 
monthly bills of up to 33 per 
cent more than those with a 
mortgage. 

Nicholas Leeming, from 
Zoopla, who carried out the 
survey said the difference 
was down to a drop in house 
prices and a rise in demand 
for rental properties. He said: 
“With house prices down, low 
interest rates and sky high 
demand in the private rental 
sector, buying has never been 
a better option for those able 
to secure a mortgage.” 

The company’s research 
showed a two-bedroom flat in 
Northampton costs about £586 


a month to rent. The same 
property bought with an in¬ 
terest-only mortgage would 
cost about £441 a month. 

Richard Miller, from North¬ 
ampton-based estate agents, 
Millers, agreed the cost of 
renting in the town was now 
encouraging more people to 
buy. He said: “We’re seeing 
that a lot of people who are 
looking at renting see the 
price and think to themselves, 
‘at that price I could buy’. 

“The only real problem peo¬ 
ple have in that situation is 
raising the deposit. That’s the 
big issue for first time buyers. 

“But I think those who can 
get together the deposit are 
realising that now is a good 
time to buy.” 

The number one area of 
the country where it is best 
to buy was said to be Milton 
Keynes, where renting costs 
39 per cent more than taking 
out a mortgage. At the other 
end of the spectrum, it is nine

A FORMER carpenter who 
had to quit his job when he 
lost his sight two years ago 
has set up his own therapy 
centre after re-training as a 
masseur. 

Father-of-two Tony Taylor 
worked building exhibition stands 
for events - a job he had been in 
for more than a decade - when he 
woke up one morning with blurred 
vision after suffering a suspected 
stroke. 

The 46-year-old, who lives in 
Hartwell, said: “I suffered a de¬ 


tached retina in my left eye in 2001 
which left me with no sight in that 
eye but that was never a problem 
once I recovered from the opera¬ 
tion, I just over-compensated with 
my other eye. 

“Then on the morning of Febru¬ 
ary 16,2009,1 woke up and couldn’t 
see properly. I went straight down 
to eye casualty and they said I 
could be totally blind within a 
week.” 

“When it first happened I was 
devastated. I thought I was useless. 
I couldn’t drive, I couldn’t work, 


and I was always worried about 
whether it might get worse.” 

After undergoing counselling 
Mr Taylor gained an ITEC diplo¬ 
ma level three in holistic massage, 
sports massage therapy, reflexol¬ 
ogy and on-site chair massage 
and now runs Easeaway Massage 
Therapy, at Therapies treatment 
centre in Tudor Court, Wootton 
Fields. 

“I really enjoy it. I didn’t think 
I would as much as I do but you 
don’t need to be able to see to do 
massage, it is 100 per cent through 
touch.”

Avery Healthcare’s cooks headed 
to The Red Lion in East Haddon for 
the cook off, overseen by its owner, 
Adam Gray, who has also worked as 
a chef at the Michelin-starred Le Manoir 
aux Quat’ Saisons in Oxfordshire. 

Hayley Strowbridge, hotel services man¬ 
ager at Avery Healthcare, said: “Meal¬ 
times are an important time for residents. 
As part of our chef’s training programme, 
we have planned a short course at Adam’s 
cookery school where our chefs will be re¬ 
quired to prepare their interpretation of a 
set dish under his tutelage.” 


A ROAD safety cam¬ 
paigner has hit out at the 
Government's plans to 
increase the motorway 
speed limit to 80mph. 

Transport Secretary Phil¬ 
lip Hammond announced 
that with half the population 
regularly breaking the cur¬ 
rent 70mph speed limit, it was 
time to change the “out of 
date” law. 

But Glenn Tarry, a passion¬ 
ate campaigner for BRAKE, 
said the move could cost lives. 

The safety driving instruc¬ 
tor began fund-raising for the 
road safety charity following 
the death of his brother Paul 
Bullock, who was killed when 
the speeding car he was a pas¬ 
senger in crashed on the A45, 
near Northampton, in 2009. 

Glenn said: “It saddens me 
to think that after 12 months 
of running marathons, talk¬ 
ing at schools about road 
safety, and being a driving in¬ 
structor, that everything I’ve 
done just falls on deaf ears. 

“The Government now 
wants to legitimise the law 
breaking people who can’t 


keep a car at 70mph. 

“How many more people 
have to lose sons, daughters, 
mothers or fathers before we, 
as a society, agree that driving 
can be dangerous and a weap¬ 
on in the wrong hands?” 

Northamptonshire Police 
have no fixed cameras on the 
Ml but the road policing team 
does carry out mobile opera¬ 
tions on the motorway. 

Last year there were 38 se¬ 
rious accidents on the Ml in 
the East Midlands region, in 
which 46 people were either 
seriously injured or killed. 

Transport Secretary Phil¬ 
lip Hammond said: “Now it 
is time to put Britain back in 
the fast lane of global econo¬ 
mies and look again at the 
motorway speed limit which 
is nearly 50 years old, and out 
of date, thanks to huge ad¬ 
vances in safety and motoring 
technology. 

“Increasing the motorway 
speed limit to 80mph would 
generate economic benefits 
of hundreds of millions of 
pounds through shorter jour¬ 
ney times.”

New number rolled out 
for non-emergencies

A NEW telephone number for 
residents in Northamptonshire to 
contact the police for non-emer¬ 
gency crimes is being launched 
this month. 

The new 101 non-emergency number 
for the police is to be rolled out across the 
county on Monday, October 17, for people 
to use when they should not be ringing 
999. 

The number is already in use in a 
number of counties across the country 
and is being rolled out to the remaining 
forces on a phased basis throughout 2011. 
The latest roll-out includes Suffolk, Nor¬ 
folk, Warwickshire and West Mercia, as 
well as Northamptonshire. 

Initial testing for the new system start¬ 
ed inside the county on Thursday last 
week and will continue until Monday 

On Wednesday, teams will then ensure 
mobile phone calls are not mis-routed, 
before a final analysis is carried out on 
Thursday and Friday. 

If senior police chiefs in Northampton¬ 
shire are then happy, the system will go 
live on October 17. 

A police spokesman said: “The new 
number will make it quicker and easier 
for the public to get the service they need. 
The new national 101 non-emergency 
number will do just that, giving a single, 
easy to remember number for people to 
call to report crime and other concerns 
that do not require an emergency police 
response. 

“101 will be the number to call to report 
a crime that has already happened and 
any other incidents or concerns that do 
not require an emergency response. 

“Members of the public can also call 
it to speak to their local Safer Commu¬ 
nity Team, to make a general enquiry or 
make us aware of any policing issues in 
their local area. For those with any hear¬ 
ing difficulties or a speech impairment, a 
text phone is available on 18001 101. Call¬ 
ing 101 for situations that do not require 
an immediate police response helps keep 
999 available for when there is an emer¬ 
gency” 

The force’s current non-emergency 
number, 03000 111 222, will remain opera¬ 
tional until the new 101 number becomes 
familiar to the public.

A NEW blood cancer treat¬ 
ment unit at Northamp¬ 
ton General Hospital - the 
subject of the Chronicle & 
Echo's charity fund-rais¬ 
ing campaign - remains on 
target to open in February 
next year, according to the 
latest update from hospi¬ 
tal chiefs.

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Top earners at borough council 
earn combined salaries of £1.7m 


LATEST figures have revealed 
the top 24 earners at the 
Guildhall took home a com¬ 
bined total of more than £1.7 
million last year. 

Northampton Borough Council 
published its annual accounts last 
week. 

The figures show the authority’s 
top 24 managers were paid a com¬ 
bined total of £1,779,000 between 
March 2010 and April 2011, an in¬ 
crease of £131,000 on the previous 
year. 

The leader of the authority, Coun¬ 


cillor David Palethorpe (Con, Bill¬ 
ing) saw his party swept to power in 
May this year on the back of a mani¬ 
festo which included a pledge to cut 
the wage bill for senior staff. 

Reflecting on the latest pay fig¬ 
ures, which pre-date the Conserva¬ 
tives’ time in charge of the council, 
Councillor Palethorpe (pictured) 
pledged that a big reduction would 
be seen when next year’s accounts 
are revealed. 

He said: “We’ve said senior pay 
rates are too high and we are reduc¬ 
ing them. There will be more reduc¬ 
tions over the next 12 months and 


when the next set of 
figures are published 
the list will include 
fewer senior manag¬ 
ers. 

“We’re a smaller 
council now We’re be¬ 
ing increasingly effi¬ 
cient and we can’t slim 
down the size of the 
organisation and keep 
the same level of sen¬ 
ior managers. 

“So these figures 
from before the election just confirm 
what we were saying then and we are 


doing something about it 
now.” 

But despite the council 
leader’s tough stance, the 
leader of the opposition at 
the Guildhall, Councillor 
Lee Mason (Lab, Brook- 
side) argued that changes 
needed to be made more 
quickly than they cur¬ 
rently are. 

She said: “I was amazed 
to see an increase of 
£131,000 in times of finan¬ 
cial austerity and service cut backs. 
“It’s not just the public who will be 


angry but also the council staff who 
have suffered a two year pay freeze. 

“While I appreciate this hap¬ 
pened under the previous Liberal 
Democrat administration, the Tories 
should have got to grips with this im¬ 
mediately and they now need to as a 
matter of urgency” 

At the top of the council’s pay scale 
is chief executive David Kennedy, 
whose £138,000 salary did not in¬ 
crease last year. 

Below him, the vast majority of 
the council’s directors and heads of 
service received pay rises of several 
thousand pounds.

The past is catching up 



J OHN Madden directs a 
gripping English-lan¬ 
guage remake of the 
Israeli film Ha-Hov about 
three retired Mossad agents, 
who come face to face with 
the spectres of the past. 

Tightly scripted by Mat¬ 
thew Vaughn, Jane Gold¬ 
man and Peter Straughan, 
The Debt is a political 
thriller that cranks up 
the tension and elegantly 
conceals plot twists by cut¬ 
ting back and forth between 
events in 1966 and 1997. 

On the whole, Madden 
abides by convention but 
he occasionally wrong-foots 
us, including a jaw-drop¬ 
ping shock in the opening 10 
minutes that sparks nagging 
doubts about the life expect¬ 
ancy of the lead characters. 

The casualties of war are 
high and star billing offers 
scant protection from an 
inglorious early exit. 

In Tel Aviv, 1997, Sarah 
Singer (Romi Aboulafia) 
proudly unveils a book 
about her brave mother 
Rachel (Helen Mirren), 
father Stephan (Tom 
Wilkinson) and fellow Mos¬ 


sad operative David Peretz 
(Ciaran Hinds), who were 
despatched to East Berlin 
in 1966 to hunt down Nazi 
war criminal Dieter Vogel 
(Jesper Christensen). 

Through interviews with 
the people who were there, 
Sarah has penned a vivid 
account of the trio’s exploits 
behind enemy lines and 
their remarkable determi¬ 
nation to bring Vogel to 
justice. 

Confronted with this 
written account of the 1966 
mission to capture Vogel, 
who conducted horrific ex¬ 
periments on Jews, Rachel 
recalls the past with shame 
and despair. 

The Debt holds our at¬ 
tention in a vice-like grip, 
anchored by strong perform¬ 
ances from the two ensem¬ 
ble casts. 

We forgive Madden’s film 
the odd indiscretion because 
the characters certainly 
don’t forgive themselves, 
haunted by Stephan’s asser¬ 
tion that, “Truth is a luxury.

W ELL done, Volvo’s 

press department for 
telling me, without 
beating about the bush (or 
trying to drive through it) 
that the XC60 ‘is not an off- 
roader’. 

It might look like one, 
with its muscular stance and 
tall build, but this is a car 
designed more for the urban 
jungle than the foothills of 
Mount Everest. 

And all the better for it. A 
pukka off-roader has to built 
like a tank to take all sorts 
of rough terrain clobber- 
ings. 

That means it will be 
heavy and that means it’s 
going to like a drop to drink 
and will handle corners with 
all the aplomb of a bed sheet 
in a force nine gale. 

Volvo tells me the XC60 is 
designed to be a home on the 
motorway or muddy country 
lanes and venture to places 
that normal vehicles can’t 
reach. 

They’re right; after a 
week with the test car it was 
obvious this most popular 


current Volvo (easily outsell¬ 
ing the smaller V50 estate 
in second place) has been 
perfectly pitched in its style¬ 
conscious, fairly affluent 
part of the market place. 

Talking of style; looks are 
a purely personal matter but 
you won’t find many people 
who don’t think the XC60 is 
handsome and modern. It 
was designed by a man who 
arrived from Mercedes and 
has now left for pastures 
new, but to whom Volvo 
must be permanently in¬ 
debted, thanks to the foreign 
currencies pouring into its 
coffers. 

But being a Volvo you 
know there were more than 
looks on the agenda when 
the XC60 was conceived. 
Think Volvo and, for decades 
that has meant you’ll auto¬ 
matically think safety for 
driver and passengers. 

The XC60 doesn’t disappoint 
on that score, with every one 
using something called City 
Safety that sees a potential 
accident ahead in low speed 
driving and puts the brakes on 
for you if it 
sens- 


you’re day dreaming. It might 
not stop a collision, but you’ll 
hit the car in front at a lower 
speed - good for your health 
and body shop repair bills. 

As well as looking 
after you in an accident, 
Volvos have long appealed to 
the greener among us, once 
boasting that the air from 
the exhaust was cleaner 
than the air being sucked 
into the engine some metres 
ahead. 

The XC60’s bulk and com¬ 
parative heaviness means 
it’s no eco champion but 
the large-ish diesel engine 
and automatic gears in the 
test car still combine to 
present fuel consumption 
and pollution figures that 
won’t frighten the horses. 

I recorded 39mpg on test, a 
decent figure for a car that 
will give some hot hatches a 
run for their money. 

Not that the driver of an 
XC60 will ever do that, of 
cours e. Sitting high above 
the common herd in a seat 
of rare comfort, you’re 
much more inclined to slack¬ 
en the pace a bit and enjoy 
the quietness of a cabin that 
looks austerely smart (it’s a 
Swedish car, remember). 

Some of the serenity van¬ 
ishes on poor British 
side roads, where 
the car rocks enough 
side to side to per¬ 
suade you to lower 
the pace. The car 
is in its element 
on smoother 
roads and makes 


an imperious 
motorway mile 
muncher. 

It also looks 
smart at the 
school gate of a 
morning, as you may 
have noticed.

TOBY FLOOD has urged his Eng¬ 
land team-mates to start taking 
responsibility for their actions off 
the field and pull together on it 
to strengthen their bid for World 
Cup glory. 

The Leicester fly-half was joined by 
Shontayne Hape in providing an insight 
into the disappointment some England 
players feel about the recent headline¬ 
grabbing controversies. 

Mark Cueto has launched a vehement 
defence of England’s conduct and blamed 
the media for making a ‘mountain out of 
a molehill’. 

Flood sees the issue from a broader 
perspective. 

He believes the first responsibility lies 
on the shoulders of each player and Hape 
admitted to the BBC that ‘a couple of the 
guys have let the squad down’. 

But in an address worthy of a potential 
captain, Flood demanded England put all 
the distractions behind them and present 
a united front for Saturday’s World Cup 
quarter-final clash with France. 

“I think Mark’s point is valid to a de¬ 
gree in terms of there’s been a lot been 
written about it. However you’re in a 
World Cup,” Flood said. 


“There’s a lot more fuss, a lot more that 
goes on with it. 

“You stand by what you do as a person. 
You have to be accountable for what hap¬ 
pens in life. 

“By no means does that make some¬ 
body an idiot because as a squad there’s 
a camaraderie there. You surround them 
and you’re behind them. 

“That’s what we have to do as a squad. 

“We understand things have happened, 
things that were not really what we want¬ 
ed to do over here. However we deal with 
it as a squad, we unite behind it. 

“We understand that sometimes when 
somebody is suffering it’s an important 
time to rally around them and deal with 
it - and that’s what we have to do at the 
moment. 

“It’s rumbled on but so what? We have 
to deal with it and understand that we’ve 
got to unite now... for the greater good. 
This is our goal. 

“It’s time for us to go: ‘Look we are 
where we are now, this is important and 
this goes beyond anything else. As a squad 
we have to deal with it and unite’.” 

In some ways England’s recent issues 
pale in comparison to those France are go¬ 
ing through, with the squad seemingly in 
disarray following their Pool A defeat to 


Tonga. The French players are understood 
to have held a summit meeting yesterday 
in a bid bring a sense of unity to the 
squad ahead of their showdown with 
England. 

“We know they are in a situation now 
when it looks like they are in disarray - 
but I have been in teams that looked in 
disarray and it’s a very dangerous thing,” 
said Flood. 

“It can be very powerful tool.” 

England beat France en route to their 
Six Nations title and they have prevailed 
in the semi-finals at each of the last two 
World Cups. 

Saints stars Ben Foden, Chris Ashton 
and Courtney Lawes are all expected to 
start in the quarter-final clash at Eden 
Park on Saturday. 

Club-mate Dylan Hartley is expected 
to be on the replacements’ bench, while 
Tom Wood may miss out on the matchday 
squad. 

Ashton will be hoping he can again be 
the matchwinner for England, just as he 
was in their dramatic 16-12 pool victory 
over Scotland last weekend, the Saints 
flyer’s try three minutes from time 
putting England ahead for the first time 
in the game.

Johnson keen 
to keep hold of 
new arrivals 


GARY JOHNSON has con¬ 
firmed the Cobblers may look 
to extend the deals of the two 
players they signed last week. 

Town recruited Chris 
Arthur and George Baldock 
the day before the trip to Bar- 
net, with the latter playing 80 
minutes of the 2-1 win at Un¬ 
derhill and acquitting himself 
well.

Ben lifts Hie gloom 


SAINTS legend Ben Cohen 
has told gloomy supporters 
to look at the greatest mo¬ 
ment in the club's history for 
inspiration. 

Northampton have had a dire start 
to the campaign without their World 
Cup stars, and sit level on points 
with bottom-placed Newcastle as 
they prepare for the visit of high-fly¬ 
ing Exeter this Saturday. 

But Cohen recalls the 1999 World 
Cup having a similar impact on 
Saints, and that season they re¬ 
covered to go on and challenge for 
the Premiership title plus win the 


Heineken European Cup at Twick¬ 
enham. 

The 33-year-old, whose Franklin’s 
Gardens first team career spanned 
11 years, said: “They have got a lot 
of players missing and people must 
remember that. 

“I have heard a lot of people and 
supporters saying the wheels have 
fallen off and the season is over al¬ 
ready. But my response to that is the 
99/2000 season. 

“We had a really bad start to that 
season with all our players at the 
World Cup and we went on to win the 
Heineken Cup.” 

Back in 1999 Matt Dawson, Nick 


Beal, Paul Grayson, Tim Rodber, 
Pat Lam, Allan Bateman and Budge 
Pountney were missing for the start 
of the campaign and Saints lost four 
of their first six games. 

It was not as bad as 2011’s current 
one win in five games, but Saints ral¬ 
lied to finish fifth and then went on 
to win the Heineken Cup. 

Cohen, who has retired from the 
game and has created the Ben Co¬ 
hen Stand Up Foundation to combat 
homophobia and bullying, can see 
the similarities with this season. 

And he has faith that the return 
of Saints’ eight World Cup aces will 
make a big difference, especially

Cohen, who was thrust into the 
Northampton side as a raw 21- 
year-old after graduating from Old 
Scouts, said: “When all the World 
Cup players were away in 1999 it was 
very hard. 

“We had a really terrible time and 
I found myself as a first-team player. 

“I was not playing particularly 
well and nor were the team, we were 
losing. I got myself a personal train¬ 
er at that point and I managed to get 
stronger and fitter.” 

Cohen, who scored 101 tries for 


Saints in 276 games, added: “The 
players came back from the World 
Cup along with Garry Pagel and the 
results picked up. 

“We were missing players like 
Rodber, Beal, Grayson and Dawson. 

“When those players returned we 
started winning games again and we 
went on to win the Heineken Cup, 
which was an amazing day for every¬ 
body involved.” 

Saints, who were beaten 12-3 at 
Worcester Warriors on Friday night, 
are back on home soil on Saturday 
when they take on Exeter Chiefs at 
Franklin’s Gardens (ko 3pm).
